JURY, IN 12 MINUTES, — 
ACQUITS MRS, NOBLE 


Pronounces Her Not Guilty of 
Murder of Her Husband, 


SHE TELLS HER OWN STORY 


Note Handed to Justice Gaynor Cays 
One of Jurors Knew Her Be- 
fore Her Marriage. 


Mrs. Josephine Leighton Noble, who 
was accused of having shot and killed 
her husband, Paton Noble, a clerk in the 
Long Island City Court, on the night of 
| Nov. 12, 1904, at their home, 152 Twelfth 
Street, Long Island City, was acquitted 
yesterday afternoon at Flushing after a | 
|} brief trial before Judge Gaynor. The 
jury was absent only twelve minutes, and | 


returned with a verdict of ‘not guilty.” | 
Judge Gaynor complimented the jury upon | 
its prompt decision. 

Counel for the defense, Charles E. Le | 
Barbier, proved to the satisfaction of the 
jury that Paton Noble met his death while 
he and his wife were playfully struggling 
for the possession of a revolver, while 
District Attorney Gregg attempted to| 
show that op the night of the shooting | 
Mr. Noble and his wife had quarreled, and | 
that Mrs. Noble had shot her husband. 

The defendant's own story and her man- 
ner of telling it seemed to convince the 
jury that she was innocent. After all 
the witnesses had been heard she took 
the stand in her own defense. She was 
calm at first, but broke down when she 
came to tell of how her husband met 
his death. 

On the night of the shooting she said 
that she was unpacking a trunk, as she 
and her husband had returned from a 
visit to the Maine woods a few days be- 
fore. In the trunk she found a revolver, 
which she laid upon a table. Later on, | 
she said, she picked up the revolver and 
playfully aimed it at her husband. He 
warned her that it was loaded? but she 
laughed at him. Mrs. Noble went on to 
say that they playfully struggled for pos- 
session of the revolver, when it suddenly 
went off and her husband fell to the floor. 
The fact that two bullets penetrated No- 
ble's body the defendant accounted for by 
Saying that as she threw herself upon 
him in her grief the revolver was dis- 
charged a second time. 

When asked by District Attorney Gregg 
to show the court how she had been hold- 
ing the pistol when it was discharged, 
Mrs. Noble recoiled with a scream and 
refused to touch the revolver. 

The trial was conducted with remark- 
able celerity, the jury being chosen in 
less than half an hour. The only delays | 
were when two witnesses did not re-| 
spond when called to the witness stand. 
One of these, Dr. P. B. Bimster of 36 


Ely Avenue, was fined $50 for being about 
fifteen minutes late.

Dr. Flynn, a Coroners’ physician, said 
that he had performed the autopsy, and 
had found that the course of the bullets 
was in a downward direction at an angle 
of 45 degrees.

The evidence did not show any serious 
disagreements. 

Judge Gaynor summed up briefly. Mrs. 
Noble and her counsel received the ver- 
dict calmly. 

After the court had risen for the noon 
recess a note was handed to Justice Gay- 
nor, which said that one of the men on 
the jury had known Mrs. Noble before her 
marriage to Noble, and that he had been 
seen in her company. The matter was 
not investigated in open court.

Of course, 
‘we know the ‘men behind the guns’ and 
whose ‘ chestnuts he is trying to pull out 
of the fire.’ From what I know of Ship- 
building affairs his present complaint is 
a fine work of the imagination. 

“Mr. James H. Hyde never had the re-| 
motest connection whatever with the 
Shipbuilding business or the purchase or | 
underwriting of its bonds or with any 
aspect of that transaction. I never heard 
his name mentioned in connection with 
any phase of the business until the peo- 
ple behind Dresser thought it would be 
@ brilliant idea to drag ‘J. H. Hyde and 
Associates’ into this business for pur- 
poses of their own. 3ut they have 
guessed wide of the mark. 

“I am instructed to deny the whole} 
story in the most emphatic manner. 

“This fiction, like others, such | 
as the wicked falsehood that has mien | 
sent broadcast throughout the country | 
that part of the expenses of a ball given |} 
by Mr. Hyde were paid for out of Equita- 
ble. funds, fair illustration of the] 
length to which some are willing | 
to go to mislead and prejudice the public.

Rockefeller’s Company 


BOSTON, April 27.—The statement made 
yesterday by Dr. Washington Gladden be- 
fore the committee of Congregational cler- 
gymen protesting against gifts from John | 
D. Rockefeller was made public to-day. Dr. 
Gladden scored the Standard Oil Company 
in these words: 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
that it has frequently been convicted, 
sometimes out of its own mouth, of trans- | 
gressions of the laws of the land. A Judge 
of the United States District Court de- 
nounced the Standard Oil Company's sys- 
tem of rebates as ‘ gross, illegal, and in-| 
excusable’ and its discriminations as be- | 
ing so wanton and oppressive that it could 
hardly have been accepted by an honest 
man having a due regard for the rights of 
others.’ ’ 

Dr. Gladden added: ‘‘ The company has 
played continually with stacked cards and 
loaded dice.”’ Its alleged system of re- 
bates he condemned as “ abhorrent prac- 
tice,” and he went on: “There is 
nothing more startling or more ominous 
in American history than the fact that 
such a tremendous injustice has been per- 
mitted to go on year after year with no 
interference by the Government. Of this 
kind of extortion Mr. Rockefeller has the 
credit of being the inventor. |

we single out Mr. Rockefeller for reproba- | 
tion. It is enough to say that we did not | 
@ingle him out; it was the Prudential 
Committee who singled him out by solicit- 
fing. his donation.

MUST PAY FOR LOST FURS. 


Precedents Upset in Decision Against 
Adams Express Company. 


A case of more than usual interest to 
merchants and one unique in civil proced- 
ure was decided by Justice O'Dwyer in 
the City Court yesterday. The case in- 
volved an action brought by Edward 
Kann & Co. against the Adams Express 
Company, and the instruction of the court 
to find for the plaintiffs was brought 
about by the novel contention raised by 
Abraham Oberstein, counsel for the 
plaintiffs. 

Kann & Co. shipped in December, 1902, 
through its agents, to its place of busi- 
ness in this city, furs valued at $3,000. 
The agents told the man in charge of the 
shipment the value of the furs and in- 
structed him to see that the value was 
marked on the express receipt. The man 
who attended to the eo, took the 
receipt from the agent after telling the 
express company of the value of the ship- 
ment, and without looking at it sent it on 
The omission of value in 


suit was brought against the Adams Ex- 
pies Company for its value, $960.62. 
e 
under the terms of its contract, and un- 
der decisions already rendered, even as- 
suming that the plaintiffs’ contentions 
were true, they could not recover more 
than $50 unless the value of the package 
lost was stated in the express receipt. 

Mr. Oberstein contended, however, that 
the former decisions, which had invaria- 
bly upheld the contention of the common 
carrier, did not apply here, for the ex- 
press company had been guilty of fraud 
and imposition in that it did not put in 
the receipt the value of the shipment, al- 
though requested to do so, and, although 
the shipper had been negligent through 
his representative, the facts remained the 
The fraud by the company, the 
lawyer argued, vitiated the contract and 
reinstated the common law making the 
common carrier Hable for the full value 
of the merchandise lost. 

Judge O'Dwyer, without hearing any 
evidence for the express company, in- 
structed the jury to find for the plaintiffs 
for the full amount with interest.

In a decision by General Appraiser 
Sharretts, the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday overruled a 
claim made by the estate of C. B. Rouss 
of New York and held that oval mirrors 
of the kind imported by the firm are 
dutiable, under the provision in the tariff 
law for ‘‘ manufactures of glass,'’ at the 
rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem.

A Vase for 4,000 Guineas. 


At Christie’s auction London. the 
other day, a single Sevres vase, after a two- 
minute contest, was knocked down for 4,000 
guineas, or about $20,000. The 16% 
inches high, was painted by the faithful Dodin 
in 1763, nine years after he entered the Sevres 
in which he was to toil for forty 
more years. The chief panel of the four which 
he painted on the vase is a pastoral in the man- 
ner of Lancret, and the greater portion of the 
body, and cover is in the color of rich 
gros-bleu. The value put upon this single speci- 
men gives an idea of that of the superb sets of 
Sevres.vases in the Wallace collection, many 
of which were bought for small sums by the 
Marquis of Hertford. After the sales in the 
streets of Versailles there was a glut of Sevres, 
and it is well known that in many houses little 
care was taken of the beautiful ware. The fine 
examples of Windsor and Buckingham Palace 
were purchased chiefly by George IV. With 
regard, again, to the value of a set forming 
a perfect garniture, it may be stated that the 
Coventry vases, which fetched 10,000 guineas 
in 1874, (and temporaily declined to §000 
guineas in the Goode sale, 1895,) passed a few 
years ago into a well-known collection at dou- 
ble this amount.

The Bull’s Own Little Feat Performed 
to the Music of “ The Bull in 
the China Shop.” 


“The Bull in a China Shop” is a pretty 
piece of music. The band at Madison 
Square Garden, the scene of the present 
horse and cow show, plays it well at all 
times, but never did the musicians handle 
it more sympathetically than at yester- 
@ay afternoon's performance. 

The 6,000 spectators were hanging upon 
the melody, when a mouse-colored Texas 
bull leaped from the arena among the 
boxes above the Madison Avenue 
trance. This cut short the music and 
spread consternation among the spectators 
and the band players, who sit near these 
boxes. 

The programme said that Miss Lucille 
Mulhall would perform the daring and 
dangerous feat of roping and tying two 
wild Texas bulls. Miss Mulhall, five 
cowboys, and two Texas long-horns ap- 

' peared in the arena. The boys were to 
drive the bulls around the arena, where- 
upon Miss Mulhall was to do the roping 
act. 

The bulls made the circuit twice. The 
mouse-colored animal, known among the 
boys as “ Ratty Long Horn,” got tired 
of the circular business. Like a thor- 
oughbred steeeplechaser, he took at one 
jump three bars that ciosed an entrance 
to a tier of boxes. He stood still, coolly 
surveying the situation, Then, throwing 
his tail up and bellowing like a young 
bull calf just turned out on the green, 
he went cavorting up the aisle. He 
showed by his demeanor that he wasn't 
angry; he was just full of unconfinable 
energy. 

On account of the “‘ daring danger”’ of 
the feat, the musicians were putting the 
grand tremolo to ‘‘ The Bull in a China 
Shop.”
